Predictions 
Are Made on 
Ohio Assembly 


Final 2-Week Session 
To Start Today for 
State's Legislators 


By ART PARKS 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Some 
good bets as the Ohio legislature 
enters probably the last fortnight 
of its regular session: 
Republican lawmakers probably 
will go along with the two-year-old 
pleas cf Democratic Gov. Michael 
V. DiSalle for elimination of sales 
tax stamps. 
DiSalle probably will lose again 
on his attem pt to get a crim inal 
conspiracy law on the books, even 
though the House has passed such 
a bill for the second straight ses­ 
sion. 
Republican legislators probably 
will toss to DiSalle an unemploy­ 
ment insurance rate increase for 
employers to bolster the sagging 
benefits fund, but tacked onto the 
measure will be a handful of pro­ 
visions 
to 
stiffen eligibility 
re 
quirements. 
The Renubliean Senate will turn 
a deaf ea r to wails of protest from 
the DiSalle administration and cut 
the $2 billion slate budget even 
more than the $26 million already 
hacked out bv the House. 
Bolstered by a 115 million sav ­ 
ing resulting from elimination of 
sales tax stam ps, Republicans will 
make an effort to exempt prescrip­ 
tion medicine from the sales tax, 
a move which would cost the state 
treasury an estimated $3 million 
in the next two years. 
A new lobby control m easure, 
while 
it 
m ay 
pass the House, 
probably wiR dm in the last m in­ 
ute Senate shuffle. 
The lobby bill comes up for a 
floor vote in the House today or 
tonight after being held over from 
Thursday’s calendar for further 
studv by Sneaker Roger Cloud. It 
annlies to attem pts by public offi­ 
cials to influence legislation in ad­ 
dition to lobbying by private in­ 
dividuals. 
The bill to increase em ployer 
contributions to tae dwindling job­ 
less benefits fund also is un for 
a floor vote in what promises to 
Im one of the longest floor ses­ 
sions of the year. House passage 
will send it to the Senate. 
The new legislative week. 24th 
of the session, also will see the 
House 
Finance Committee start 
work on a $120 million canital Im­ 
provem ents bill proposed by the 
DiSalle administration

probably will extend through F ri­ 
day as lawm akers put on a drive 
to finish their work by June 24, 
also m ay see the Senate Finance 
Committee finish its pruning job 
on the big money bill of the ses­ 
sion.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The $6.14 
billion housing bill comes up to­ 
day for final passage in the Sen­ 
ate.

the votes to pass tLe bill with prac 
tically all of President Kennedy’s 
recommendations included. 
No further am endm ents to the 
bill will be permitted, but some 
sharp attacks on it are expected 
before the roLl call. The m easure 
will be sent to tho House, which 
may take it up next week. 
The bill contains new authori 
zations for a wide variety of pro 
gram s designed 
to clear slums 
and help rebuild the nation’s cit 
ies, to provide more college dor 
m itoses, to help veterans obtain 
housing, to improve mass transi4 
systems and to build housing for 
the elderly. 
Als included are two new ad 
ministration program s aimed at 
helping moderate income families 
find homes and at modernizing old 
housing 
with 
liberal, 
long-term 
loans. 
With passage, the Senate will 
have acted on four of the big five 
m e a s u r e s President Kennedy 
placed on his 1961 legislative pri­ 
ority list. 
The 
three 
cleared 
previously 
are 
depressed 
areas, 
minimum 
wage, and public school aid. The 
first two have been signed into 
law. The House has not yet de­ 
bated the school bill. 
The fifth, a health care program 
for the aged under the Social Se 
curity System, seems likely to go 
over to 1962.

broadening the present Social Se­ 
curity law is expected to be ap­ 
proved 
and 
sent 
to

Wednesday by the Senate Finance 
Committee. Among other things, 
it would permit men to retire at 
62. Women now can do this. 
The Senate is scheduled to pass 
Wednesday or Thursday the high­ 
way financing bill carrying funds 
and new authorizations to com­ 
plete the interstate system by 1972 
This also has cleared the House. 
Expected protracted debate on 
Kennedy’s foreign aid program , 
however, is expected to be a m a­ 
jor factor in keeping 
Congress 
here at least until Sept. 4. 
Over the weekend, Senate Dem 
ocratic Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana said he now is willing 
to settle for adjournment bv La­ 
bor Day Mansfield had hoped for 
adjournm ent by Aug. I. 
Mansfield also said on a radio 
interview’ that proposals to recess 
Congress for a few weeks each 
sum m er should be given consider­ 
ation.

Congressman Blasts Flood 


Of Free Red Mailing in U.S.

It’s colorless. You can't touch 
it. Or even smell it. 
But that endless nothingness cal­ 
led space is suddenly a paramount 
matter of national policy, a va­ 
cant arena where we have suffer­ 
ed sharp setbacks, a void the gov­ 
ernment is worriedly hastening to 
fill with men. missiles and money. 
So are the Russians. And the 
huzzahs for Cmdr. Shepard haven t 
chased away one persistent fact 
that circles o v e r h e a d like a 
buzzard: 
The Soviet Union can put far 
bigger loads in space than 
the 
United States can. This is an im­ 
portant head start, a 10-run lead in 
the first inning. 
What does this lead mean mili­ 
tarily? Does it end the space race 
— and perhaps us—before it has 
scarcely begun? 
How did they get ahead? Can 
America catch up? Is our space 
program in wasteful disarray? 
There are not pat answers. Ex­ 
pert opinions often 
conflict. 
But 
here is a box score of top opinion: 
First the military significance. 
Unpromising Future 
Shortly after the Russian cosmo­ 
naut Yuri Gagarin orbited the 
world April 12. Rep. Jam es Fulton 
(D-Pa), a member of the House 
Committee on Science and Astro­ 
nautics, issued a disturbing warn­ 
ing Russia’s ability to orbit a man 
indicates, Fulton said, that in four 
years time they could 
ring 
the 
world with a system of satellites 
ready to dart armed destruction 
on the United States at a button’s 
push. 
We would only have two minutes 
warning, he said. We now count 
on 15-20 minutes notice of missile 
attack from our radar network. 
A satellite bombardment system 
would require great booster power 
to orbit it. That the Russians have. 
It also would require a high order 
of stability in space to keep its 
shooting eye accurate. U. S. ex­ 
perts doubt Russia has such sta­ 
bility — now. 
The United States’ current Dis­ 
coverer series employes the same 
principle as an attack satellite. 
Both eject an object back to earth. 
So far the United States has not 
been able to keep up a satellite 
longer than three days with the 


stability to return 
accurately a 
capsule. And even though planes 
have caught several capsules iii 
air. the target area has covered 
hundreds of square miles, too largo 
for military practicality. 
How are the Russians doing iii 
this field? They returned Gagarin 
but so far as the United States 
knows, they have no comparable 
satellite recovery program to the 
Discoverer series. The Pentagon 
feels, at worst the United Staten 
is no less than even with them oil 
satellite stability. 
But Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, 
retired commander of the Army 
team that developed the highly suc­ 
cessful 
Redstone 
missile, 
while 
agreeing, 
notes the 
larger the 
booster the greater amount of sta­ 
bilizing equipment that can be car­ 
ried aloft. 
No Immediate Threat 
Dr. Hugh Dryden, deputy admin­ 
istrator of the National Space anc. 
A e r o n a u t i c s Administration 
(NASA), testified recently it wan 
debatable whether Russia would 
risk the great cost and uncertain­ 
ties at this time of a bombardment 
satellite system when it s muck* 
cheaper ani more reliable to use1 
conventional ground - to - ground 
rockets. 
In sum, the Pentagon does not 
fear satellite attack as an immin­ 
ent threat. 
But there is other military use 
for a Stateline than bombardment. 
"In time of total w ar,” says 
Medaris, "anything can be a mili­ 
tary advantage, even the ability 
to get more breacj out of the same 
amount of wheat.” 
Accurate weather forecastnig h i 
an immense asset to modern w ar­ 
fare. So is air reconaissance ami 
communications. The United States 
has shot up satellites 
that 
can 
gauge weather, photograph t h e 
earth, relay messages. 
Have the Russians? The United 
States doesn’t know. Russia hasn'‘i 
said. 
But their big booster advantage- 
means they can put up much heav­ 
ier. detailed and reliable equip- 
mer*’ than we can and do it fa lt­ 
er — if they have it. And there’s 
no reason to think they don’t. 
The United States has had tn 
miniaturize its space eyes and 
ears at a cost of time, money arid 


reliability because of its lack of a 
big booster 
Russia’s booster edge is "just as 
much a military advantage as be­ 
ing able to look down a cannon 
at us,” Medaris says. 
In fact, he added, the sky’s the 
limit on military use of space. It 
is limited only by "the imagina­ 
tion of the user and the ability of 
the other side to defend against 
(them ).” 
Seeking a Defense 
Can the United 
States defend 
against satellites? Some day, quite 
possibly. Now. no. 
The Air Force has under study 
a project called SAINT. SAINI is 
a bloodhound of space, a satellite 
shot up to trail and report on other 
satellites from a point about 
IGO 
feet to the rear. 
Also under study is a devastat­ 
ing Air Force project with the 
kindly name of BAMBI designed 
to swoop down from orbit on de­ 
tecting the launching exhaust of 
an enemy rocket and destroy it 
BAMBI and SAINT, one Penta­ 
gon official 
said, 
indicate 
that 
"the defensive uses of space for 
the next few years seem to be 
more attractive 
than 
the offen­ 
sive.” 
Yet it is from such defensive ab­ 
ilities that the game could be lost 
"The lesson is that through and 
from space, earth can be domin 
ated,” Air Force Secretary En 
gene M. Zuckert has said. 
Uneasy over Russian superiority 
is manned space flight. Brig. Gen 
Don Flickinger, head of the Air 
Force Life Science program, said 
the Soviet Union could use it "to 
deny space to any of our vehicles 
in the relatively near future.” 
He gave no details. But if we 
can develop a BAMBI, there s no 
reason Russia ca n ’t. 
Why Go to the Moon? 
Medaris feels any space vehicle

Rep. Harsha has requested the 
H o u s e Un-American 
Activities 
Committee to investigate the mail­ 
ing of Communist propaganda to 
the United States from Red doinin- 
ted countries. 
Harsha said: "The recent an­ 
nouncement by the head of the 
Communist Party in this Country 
that the Communist Party will not 
c o rn p I y in any way with the Un­ 
ited States Supreme Court ailing 
that the Party must register as a 
representative of a foreign power 
should arouse the ire, to say the 
least, of all red - blooded Ameri­ 
cans. 
"This despicable contempt for 
our laws and Supreme Court can­ 
not be tolerated for one minute. 
Unfortunately, we have not been 
overly b l e s s e d wish favorable 
decisions by the Supreme Court 
in our fight against Communism. 
Now that we have a helpful decis­ 
ion it behooves each of us to sup­ 
port it to the limit and to see that 
the Communists comply with this 
decision to the letter. 
"Mr. Gus Hall, the Communist 
Party’s general secretary said the 
Party will launch ‘an all out polit­ 
ical and 
educational 
campaign, 
the g r e a t e s t in Party history, 
to save the Bill of Rights.’ 
"Already the Communists have 
launched an all out political and 
educational c a m p a i g n in this 
Country with the unwitting help of 
the law.” 
Harsha said the U. S. Code auth­ 
orizes free 2nd - class mailing pri­ 
vileges for the disemination of the 
information of a public character, 
or devoted to literature, sciences, 
arts or some special industry. This 
applies not only to mail originating 
in America but to mail of foreign 
origin. 
Under the auspices of this statue 
the U n i t e d States Post Office 
Department has been delivering 
free of charge literally tons of 
Russian propaganda, marked ‘edu­ 
cational literature,’ he added. 
The U. S. Taxpayer is paying the 


freight on this literature designed 
to undermine the very thing we 
hold dearest, our freedom, the 
representative added. He contin­ 
ued : 
"Until recently the federal gov­ 
ernment intercepted mail entering 
from C o m rn u rn s t dominated 
countries and seized some of it as 
propaganda. This procedure was 
halted by executive order on the I 
theory that it was of no help to 
U. S. intelligence agencies. It was 
also p o i n t e d out that Secretary 
j 
of State Dean Rusk was concerned 
about its effect on efforts to im- i 
prove 
cultural 
exchanges 
with 
Communist countries. 
"I submit that there is nothing 
cultural or educational about Com­ 
munist propaganda designed and 
dedicated to warp the minds of 
Americans 
into accepting 
a n d 
approving t h e Communist philoso­ 
phy. 
"This is not a two - way ex­ 
change of culture and good will 
It is a cancerous unilateral wedge 
deftly used by the Communists 
to assist them in their effort to de­ 
stroy the United States. 
"And now\ with the announce­ 
ment by Mr. Hall of his additional 
educational and political program 
there is more reason than ever 
to bring a halt to t h e s e mailings 
and enforce the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court. 
"I have sent a request to Rep­ 
resentative 
Francis 
E. 
Walter 
Chairman of the House Un Amer­ 
ican Activities Committee, to fully 
investigate this 
m a t t e r with 
the thought in mind of providing 
Congress with a full report and 
recommendations as to how to 
cope with this situation.”

He eith er w orks here or he is 
out of a job. This has given con­ 
cern to m any labor union officers 
who see their industries destroyed 
by the course of events. The t a r ­ 
iff on the glass industry has since 
1948 been cut from 60 per cent to 
14 8 per cent with the result th at 
the plate glass in the United States 
is undersold by 
E uropean 
and 
Jap an ese 
producers 
who 
have 
gained about one-third of the do­ 
m estic m arket. 
Enoch R. Rust, International Sec­ 
ond Vice P re sid e n t of the United 
G lass and C eram ic W orkers, quot­ 
es 
the 
interesting 
statem ent 
of 
Rene Lam bent, a Belgian producer 
of sheet glass: 
“ A m erican com panies, not know­ 
ing when m e strikes were going 
to be settled, placed orders and 
covered their req uirem en ts for an 
indefinite period with the foreign 
m anufacturers and, consequently, 
i m p o r t s 
continued 
at 
higher 
than norm al level during the first 
nine m onths of I960.’’ 
From the labor union standpoint 
this interferes with the union’s abil­ 
ity to strike and therefore with its 
very existence. Of this Rust says: 
“ W’hen m en hit the streets, they 
hope to win their fight because the 
struck com pany or industry can 
no longer turn out the goods they 
had been producing. Retail cu sto m ­ 
ers c a n ’t buy. Industrial custom ­ 
ers can't buy and face the possib­ 
ility of having to shut down their 
plants. And so they put pressure 
on the ow ners to m eet w o rk ers’ 
d em an d .’’ 
When, how ever, the goods can tie 
p i c k e d up in Belgium or Ja p a n 
from twelve to nineteen per cent 
less than the A m erican price, the 
strike in the United States becom ­ 
es purposeless because the goods 
can be obtained elsewhere. F rom 
the standpoint of the labor union, 
the i m p o r t e d 
goods become 
a strike b reak er. 
This raises a great many q u e st­ 
ions of 
union 
m em bership, 
the 
stan d ard of 
living 
of 
Am erican 
w orkers, the sociological problem s 
of unem ploym ent or partial u n e m ­ 
ployment and so on.

In the 192o’s Soviet Russia 
s o l v e d such problem s by liqui­ 
dation but in this country it is not 
possible to liquidate w orkers be­ 
ca u se they object to unem ploy­ 
m ent. In fact, the S o v i e t labor 
union is an in stru m en t of the gov­ 
ern m en t and the C om m unist P a r ­ 
ly, and therefore exists m ore to 
discipline the w orker ra th e r than to 
defend him. 
This then is our most serious do­ 
m estic problem we face and it does 
not seem possible th at it can be

The probe, ordered by the U.S. 
Justice Department after Ratter- 
m an’s arrest last month, is to de­ 
termine if his civil rights were 
violated when he was arrested in 
a Newport hotel room. 
Ratterman. who said he was 
drugged, is running for Campbell 
County sheriff as an independent 
candidate. 
He was charged with breach of 
peace, disorderly conduct and re­ 
sisting arrest after Newport de 
tectives arrested him in a room 
with strip tease dancer Juanita 
Hodges. 
The charges were dismissed in 
Newport Police Court after a com­ 
mercial photographer testified he 
had been asked to take pictures 
in the hotel under what he called 
strange circumstances. 
Thomas Paisley, a Medina, Ohio, 
businessman, and Newport night­ 
club manager Tito Carinci have 
been charged with conspiring to 
frame Ratterman, by a Campbell 
County Grand Jury. 
Their trial is slated June 1.9. 
Both denied the charge. 
Ratterman, a former Cleveland 
Browns foothall player, said he 
did not believe Paisley, whom he 
calls a friend, was involved. 
During his police court trial Rat­ 
terman testified he thought Car­ 
inci or someone at Carinci’s direc­ 
tion drugged him l>efore the arrest. 
For years Newport has been a 
wide-open spot for gambling and 
prostitution, with dozens of estab­ 
lishments selling liquor openly at 
all hours and on Sundays. 
Carinci is manager of the hotel 
where Ratterman was arrested. 
He, Paisley and Ratterman had 
been drinking together before the 
arrest, and officers said Carinci 
tried to stop the detectives from 
taking an elevator to the room 
where Ratterman was found.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — A cen­ 
tral committee of cardinals opens 
a 10-day conference here today to 
prepare for the Ecumenical Coun­ 
cil of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Pope John XXIII heads the com­ 
mittee and expects to preside at 
most of the sessions. 
The Ecumenical Council, which 
will be the church’s 21st such 
worldwide gathering, is still at 
least a year away. 
It will be the first since 1870, 
when the church lost the city of 
Rome to invading troops of w-hat 
was becoming modern Italy. The 
20th council, then in session, w-as 
adjourned 
Despite the loss of Rome and of 
the papal states that once were 
spread over a large r>art of central 
Italy, the power and influence of 
the church has grown. 
Today, it has a membership of 
nearly a half billion and diplomat 
ic relations with about 50 nations.
